Sir: 


Referring to your letter of 22nd inst. in reply to my letter of 18th, I beg to state that, I did 
not expect the nickel coin would be verified by count at once, but that you would inform me if 
among the bags forwarded there was one marked with tag, as containing $75.— 


I think each bag had a tag attached with the amount marked thereon, and with the 
exception of two bags containing $20. — and $4.78, respectively, each bag was marked to contain 
$60. — 1¢ nickel. 


The simple examination of the tags would give the information required, unless a $75 bag 
of coppers should be tagged as $60 nickels.
